He en- 
tered lb ephvsiciairs olfico imseeii, amt 
it is not known haw long be had been 
there, .\iiotlier patient, wlio was wait- 
ing iu an outside ollh-c. said : 'T beard 
Scanliin go into tlie doctor's private of- 
fice and I board him and the doctor 
talking. There was no qiuirrel or loud 
words, liowever. until Dr. KimbeTli!> 
cried out. 'O don't .Tohnl' The .shots 
f(dlowed immediately. A bullet canio 
through the wall and ptissed over M« 
chair, from which I had. jumiied when 
tho shooting began." Tho Ihst person 
to enter the room was Dr. Kiuiberlni s 
son, also a physician, who was i)roi,rie- 
tor of a drii'.' store on tbe ground floor 
of the building. Both men lay on the 
Kb^or of the doctor's ollice, covered 'With 
h'fKid and dead. Seanlan had shot him- 
self thnmgh the temple.

2. The assncialion lias neither directly 
nor indirectly emlcavorcl to purchase 
or secure the control of any newspaper 
111 Camilla. 

;{. \o political fund liari lieen or is 
being establishei! by the assncialion. 

1. Hy a 11 naniinoiis vote of tlioso pres- 
ent at the last annual iiieeting, the asso- 
ciation expressed itself iu favor of a 
general revision of the tariff, believing 
ihis tu lie in the iWt interests of Can- 
ada. Every honorable menus will be 
used to tiucure this end both by odu- 
cuting public opinion and l»y endeavor-' 
iiig to impress our views upon the gov- 
eriiiueiit.

Anotlier important new provision is 
that all electurs must be British sub- 
jects. Under the old act all who paid 
licenses, foreigners included, could vote, 
as could also foreign property owners. 

In respect to property owners, it is now 
provided tliat they must have one liuu- 
dred dollars worth of projierty iu order 
to iiualify. Under the old act 10 joint 
owners could vote. 

-igain, license liolders and liouseliold- 
ers must make a declaration tliat they 
have been a continuous resident in the 
municipality for one year, and that they 
are Uritisli subjects. 

Tlie "one man, one vote," principal is 
aimed at under the new act. Tliere will 
be no mure voting by one person in 
lliree wards. i;h'eiors must vote in the 
wards iu -wliieli ilicy reside. lu the 
ease where a \oler I'.'sid.'s .lulsiilc the 
city limits, lie will vote in Uu' ward on 
which he has the most real estate. 

Clau.-es in the new net embodying 
most of tlie new iprovision.^i a.'oremjutioa- 
.■d are herewith reproduced: 

"In city municipalities, any male or 
fcuiale, being a British subject of tho 
full agi' of twenty-one years, who is ibo 
owner of real estate of the assi^sed 
vabie of not less than one hiiudred dol- 
lars, or who is ihe rcpreseiilativi', be- 
jng a resident Hriiisli suhjcl duly au- 
thorized by the direriors of an iiirorpor- 
ated comiKiiiy, wliirh is ilii' assessed

111 coiiforii'lty with tlio wLslies of tho 
llou. the .Minister of Agriculture, series 
of meetings were arranged by the Deputy 
'.Minister and addressed hy that Kcutlemun 
and ijlessrs Duncan G. Audersim and (J. 
W. demons of Ontario. Tiie Institute du 
trlct of LUIooet. which Is a larKo one, 
comprlslua as It doea the cast And west 
rldlugii of Llllooct Division, and nart of 
tile \vcgt rldliu; of Xal« Div'alon. is as yet 
unorganized under th.c E^mvers' institute 
Act, and these meetings were desJ;;ued to 
show tho people of the district the advan- 
tages to be derived from Farmers' Insti 
tutes: the rcimlt helm; so far satisfactory 
that a petition Is now belm; circulated for 
the authorlz'.itlon to oriranlze.

Tho following article from Whittakei 
-Vliuaiiac for IDO'.' nniy prove iuteresting: 

.Meteors, shooting stars, or falliii, 
stars, as they are variously callo<l, nr 
visible on every clear night of the 
aiul at certain opoc.bs are |ireseiiled in 
siicli niiuiliers ns to form abundant and 
imiiosiiig showers. There were brilliant 
showers of l.i.onids near the middle of 
.Noveiiilier in ilie years ITIIH, 1,S''.:>, ISdtl, 
ISVu and lS(i,S, and it was conlident'y 
anticipated that the plienoiiieiia would 
recur in I.S'Jil and lllUtl, but little or 
uolliiiig was seen of llio cxpccte-l nioteor 
storm. 'I'here will be little iirospect of 
its return in Xovember, l!H»o, ns llie jiar- 
onl coiiiel I'reiiiiiol, ISlKi, l.t and the 
denser part of the meteor stream pass- 
ed tlirmigli iioriliolioii in 18UI), and are 
now speeding their way outwards to 
beyond the orbit of Urunns. Moreover 
the moon Avill he full at about tho mid- 
dle of November, V.Htl, nnil her bril- 
liant light would obliterate the luajority 
of the meteors even if iliey lelnriied. 
The n<iii-ajipoaraiico of these meteors in 
l.S'Jl) and IIHH) iinived very disappoint- 
ing to those who watched for them, 
and il seems that the large planets, .lup- 
iter and Satluii, are mainly rosiioiisibi-'. 
in recent years these bodies have su'll- 
cioiitly disturliod tlie lue'.i or i'llCiun to 
enable I lie denser portion of it to CK- 
cajie actual reiicnii t re with the earlli. 
Tlio Iv"' J<eoiiiil.s that were seen -i 
Iti'.ili ,uid 19CH) were simply oullying 
members of the ,sysl(>;ii, and for the 
present that magiiiliceiu meteor shower 
which has rendered the luvutli yl 2no 
vomber --.o faiiiolis must he rogarded as 
lost to 11^^. Other circuiiista nci'S in fu- 
ture years may bring about the restora- 
tion of the .shower in IIKW, IWO or lUihj, 
but it remains for mathematicians to in- 
vestigate the conditions and to indicate 
the probabilities' of the case. The swift- 
er class of meteors arc from about MO 
to 50 mill's in height, and their velocity 
about -JO miles per second. The large 
snow-iiioving direbalis often peiiolriite 
our ntniospliore to within 20 and 
miles of the earth's surface. The ma- 
jority of the known meteoric systems 
are annual in their ajiparitimis, Init otii 
ers are periodical, and are only display- 
ed ill their richest iutetasity after long 
intervals of time.

"As regards .lapaiiese vcssol,^ eugaged 
ill the irehc-ie sealing .business, these, 
owing to Ihc liberal ideas of the Jaj)- 
aiiese goveniinont on the subject, and 
being assisiod besides by a goverumont 
Biibs'idy, have iiicreaisod from three ves- 
sels iii'l.^iM lo I'.S at tho present time. 
The Japanese govoriimeiit issues a li- 
cense to these vessels by which they 
are allowed to hunt for sea ottor iu all 
the wateis of the Xorlh raeilie ocean 
outside of territor.al limits; (three miles). 
These vessels seal on the high seas off 
the Coast of Japan in tue spring nud 
early summer, and after that proceed 
north oil' the KonmiaiidorsUi islands, 
their hunting grounds there .being from 

110 to 1(10 miles off Copper and Behring 
i.danus. 

"^\Tlore tho tiouble Uu uoiibL is, is 
the fact that, in 181)2, tho 'Russian gov- 
criimeut concluded an agreement with 
the governments of the United States 
and lirent Brituin, by whiclr the latter 
particts .prohibited tlieir subjects from 
Hunting seal or sea otter within ton 
miles off tho Siberian Coast, and witliiii 
a limit of .'JU miles off the Koiiiiiiaiidor- 
ski aud Kobboii islands. ,Japan has 
never been a party to this agreement, 
nevertheless two .lapaiiese sealing ves- 
sels were soi/.ed iu lUUO aiul two mure 
iu lUUl. Tlioise soii'.ures are at present 
the siibjoct of negotiations; the owners 
having through the Japanese goyeln- 
iiieiit put 111 a claim fur damages fur 
illegal seizures. In no case were t.lie 
vesse^l seized nearer than ^0 miles off 
the Islands. 

"Until those negotiations are conclud- 
ed it seems to he hardly the thing, to 
stigmutue jieople eugaged in a perfectly 
legitimate busiuces, as "I'iraics" and 
"foachei-s" auii to threaten to sink and 
destroy them "without diseriiuiuation, " 
and in the meautimo it would certainly 
seem mori. correct, if in-tead of titling 
iiiit three new guiilioats to make iiinr.'

court by .liiilg(> Ilauford, boeanse Caj)!. 
I Keiinoy, the '1' roup's .master, refused lo 
jiiit back to l'"ii-^an to land tlio'sailoi, 
ulioii the latter had sustained tract, ires 
of his arm and thigh, the ca|itain pi'r- 
fiirmiiig an aniatoiir surgieal o|, oration 
instead. Ill tlie opiiiiini on wliich the 
decree ot the emii'l is basoil. Judge llan- 
I'oril is iiiispariii:,' in condoiniiation of 
Capt. Ixoniiey. His treatment of I.,iiuio, 
tliii I'ourt liiiils, is a most shocking in- 
still ce ot "man's inhumanity to man,'' 
and the excuses made in bcluilf of the 
I'aplain are dodnrod to be triinsparcm- 
ly false and puerile. 

Louie hud sailed from the iwrt of 
Fiisan, Korea, as a .nicniber of the crc'.v 
of the Troop. \Vhi>n but si.\ miles out 
friini Fusan he fell troiii the main tripor 
topsail yard of ship to the deck, 
fracturing the bouts of Ins loft arm and 
riu'lit thigh and sn.'feriiig severe bruises 
and other jiijuries. 

Instead of ipiiili.ig back to I''usan, 
Capt. Isenney ]ioiforiiieil an amateur 
sm-.-ical ii]M'r:itiiin nil l.oiiie, aiiiilyiiig 
splints and bandages, and then having 
tile sailor stowed ntuy iu a short and 
narrow bunk iu tho Coreeastle. Here 
ho lay with no further attention paid ids 
injuries until the Troop arrived at I'ort 
Angeles, thirty-six days later. Even 
then he was kept ou board tive davs 
longer, until t! c Troop came on to the 
.Marino hospital .it I'ort Townsend.
